W a s h in g to n , Ju n e 22.—The govern­ 
m ent has determ ined to send heavy re­ 
inforcem ents to G eneral Shafter at San­ 
tiago. 
To this end the first expedition 
will leave N ew port News tomorrow 
m orning, carrying Brigadier General 
Duliield’s separate brigade of the Second 
Army corps, m ade up of N inth, Massa­ 
chusetts; the T hirty-third and Thirty- 
fourth, M ichigan, and the Third, V ir­ 
ginia, regim ents, in all about 4,000 men. 
Expeditions w ill follow rapidly by way 
of Tampa, for w hile Fernandina and 
Miami are considered to have many 
good points for concentrating troops, 
yet arm y officials are now satisfied th at 
Tampa can be retained w ith advantage 
as the m ain poi irs of embarkation. The 
next forces to go will include those of 
Brigadier G eneral G arretson of the 
Second brigade of the F irst division 
Second Army corps, embracing 
the 
Sixth Illin o is the Sixth Massachusetts 
aud Eighth A d N inth Ohio regiments. 
Brigadier G eneral Guy V. Henry, a 
distinguished cavalry officer of the reg­ 
ular arm y, arrived here yesterday from 
Tampa, and the present plans are for 
General H enry to command a division, 
made up of the brigades of General 
Duffield and General Garretson, this 
division comprising 8,000 men, to be 
for the speedy reinforcem ent of General 
Shafter. 
It Will at once sweU the American 
forces a t Santiago de Cuba to about 24,- 
000 nten. 
B ut the expeditions will not 
stop a t th at num ber, as there is a deter­ 
mined purjjpse to send forw ard a suffi­ 
cient force to crush any Spanish com­ 
m and w hich can be concentrated at th at 
point. 
The reports from Santiago that about 
41,000 Spanish troops are in and about 
the city do. not agree w ith the reliable 
estimates in the possession of the w ar 
departm ent. 
According to the latter’s 
figures there not to exceed 14,000 Span­ 
ish troops at Santiago de Onba, while 
IOO miles away to the northeast, at Hol­ 
guin, the Spanish corps commander, 
General Pando, has 10,000 men. 
The w ar departm ent is satisfied the 
Cuban forces under Garcia can keep 
Pando 
from 
reinforcing 
Santiago*. 
Should this not be accomplished, the 
Spanish forces at Santiago would be 
augm ented to about 25,000 men. They 
are well arm ed, well disciplined, sea­ 
soned to the clim ate, know the fighting 
ground^ of th a t locality, and are prob­ 
ably as good an allaronnd fighting force 
as the Spaniards can bring to bear. 
There is no purpose on the part of the 
authorities here to leave General Shaf­ 
ter w ith an inadequate force to m eet 
these seasoned Spanish soldiers. 
It is 
for this reason in part th at a division 
probably nuder General Henry will re­ 
inforce Shafter, followed by such addi­ 
tional troops as the needs of the situa­ 
tion seem to demand. 
The entire inform ation yesterday was 
confined to the one brief dispatch from 
Captain Allen of the signal service, to 
General Greely, stating th at the troop 
transports had arrived. 
The la n d in g may take considerable 
longer th an was anticipated, and offi­ 
cials believe th a t at least three days 
more will be required before the troops 
are on shore or. in any sort of organ­ 
ized condition. 
Some of the arm y offi­ 
cers allow even more tim e, one of them 
holding th at it will take quite a m onth 
to get all the stores, as well as the troops, 
off the transports. 
The purpose, how­ 
ever, is to get off the troops first, leav­ 
ing the stores to be taken off later, and 
the siege train last of all.

Fort Tampa. 
The w eather throughout the voyage 
was excellent, and consequently there 
was little suffering from seasickness.

specially on the boats which carried 
horses acd mules. 
Surgeons, however, 
say the health of the men is unexpect­ 
edly good. 
The first sight of land was obtained in 
the vicinity of Santiago de Cuba, and 
when the topmasts of the blockading 
ships were seen they sent a thrill of en - 1 
thusiasin through the soldiers, and they I 
are now eagerly aw aiting the lauding 
in Cuba.

General Shafter and his staff and 
Rear Admiral Sampson w ent ashore and 
proceeded to General Garcia’! head­ 
quarters, about a mile inland, where 
tney spent several hours in consultation 
w ith the Cuban general.

W a s h in g to n . June 22.—The govern­ 
ment has determined to send heavy re­ 
inforcements to General Shafter at San­ 
tiago. 
To this end the first expedition 
will leav6 Newport News tomorrow 
morning, carrying Brigadier General 
Duffield’s separate brigade of the Second 
Army corps, made up of Ninth, Massa­ 
chusetts; the Thirty-third and Thirty- 
fourth, Michigan, and the Third, Vir­ 
ginia, regiments, in all about 4,000 men. 
Expeditions will follow rapidly by way 
of Tampa, for while Fernandina and 
Miami are considered to have many 
good points for concentrating troops, 
yet army officials are now satisfied that 
Tampa can be retained with advantage 
as the main poiin of embarkation. The 
next forces to go will include those of 
Brigadier General Garretson of the 
Second brigade of the First division 
Second Army corps, embracing 
the 
Sixth Illin o is the Sixth Massachusetts 
and Eighth aRd Ninth Ohio regiments. 
Brigadier General Guy 
Henry, a 
distinguished cavalry officer of the reg­ 
ular army, arrived here yesterday from 
Tampa, and the present plans are for 
General Henry to command a division, 
made up of the brigades of General 
Duffield and General Garretson, this 
division comprising 8,000 men, to be 
for the speedy reinforcement of General 
Shafter. 
It will at once swell the American 
forces at Santiago de Cuba to about 24,- 
OOO mon. 
But the expeditions will not 
stop at that number, as there is a deter­ 
mined purjjpse to send forward a suffi­ 
cient force to crush any Spanish com­ 
mand which can be concentrated at that 
point. 
The reports from Santiago that about 
41,000 Spanish troops are in and about 
the city do. not agree with the reliable 
estimates in the possession of the war 
department. 
According to the latter's 
figures there not to exceed 14,000 Span­ 
ish troops at Santiago de Cuba, while 
IOO miles away to the northeast, at Hol­ 
guin, the Spanish corps commander, 
General Pando, has IO,(K)0 men. 
The war department is satisfied the 
Cuban forces under Garcia can keep 
Pando 
from 
reinforcing 
Santiago'. 
Should this not be accomplished, the 
Spanish forces at Santiago would be 
augmented to about 25,000 men. 
They 
are well armed, well discinlined, sea­ 
soned to the climate, know tHe fighting 
grounds of that locality, and are prob­ 
ably as good an allaronnd fighting force 
as the Spaniards can bring to bear. 
There is no purpose on the part of the 
authorities here to leave General Shaf­ 
ter with an inadequate force to meet 
these seasoned Spanish soldiers. 
It is 
for this reason in part that a division 
probably nuder General Henry will re­ 
inforce Shafter, followed by such addi­ 
tional troops as the needs of the situa­ 
tion seem to demand. 
The entire information yesterday was 
confined to the one brief dispatch from 
Captain Allen of the signal service, to 
General Greely, stating that the troop 
transports had arrived. 
The landing may take considerable 
longer than was anticipated, and offi­ 
cials believe that at least three days 
more will be required before the troops 
are on shore or. in any sort of organ­ 
ized condition. 
Some of the army offi­ 
cers allow even more time, one of them 
holding that it will take quite a month 
to get all the stores, as well as the troops, 
off the transports. 
The purpose, how­ 
ever, is to get off the troops first, leav­ 
ing the stores to be taken off later, and 
the siege train last of all.

The most obviously thriving and 
multiplying quadrupeds in the forest, 
Mr. Graham mentions, are the rabbit 
and the squirrel.

W hen there is seen flying from the 
gaff of a U nited States m an-of-w ar a 
small, w hite triangular pennant, bear­ 
ing on its field a blue Greek cross near 
the pike or halyard, it is a signal that 
divine service is b ing held on board. 
“ R ig church !’’ is one of tile regular n a­ 
val orders, issued usually at about 10:30 
on Sunday m oiling. 
Church is “ rigged" in various places 
according to the construe I.on of the ves­ 
sel and according to tin- weather condi­ 
tions. 
If the day is fine and not too 
cold, the quarter deck will probably lie 
selected, although in some ships it is 
custom ary to hold the sendee on tho 
forw ard part of the gun deck. In storm y 
w eather tho berth deck below is used, 
where the men may be under f belter, 
though they are more cram ped for room. 
Assuming th at the sendee is to be 
held on the quarter deck, the arrange­ 
m ents for it w ill proceed about like 
th is: W hen the bugler gives the signal, 
the “ church ensign" is hoisted to tho 
gaff, and some of the men, under tho 
direction of an officer, bestir them selves 
briskly in m aking the sim ple prepara­ 
tions which are necessary. 
A table or desk, covered w ith tho 
American flag, is placed at the end of 
the quarter deck for the chaplain. A few 
wardroom chairs are brought up from 
below and ranged along the starboard 
side, where the officers are to assemble, 
and benches or capstan bars resting on 
buckets make seats for the crew on the 
port side. 
The organ—for every ship th at has a 
chaplain is provided w ith an instrum ent 
of this nature— is put in a convenient 
place. 
If there is a band, and its serv­ 
ices are desired, a few m usicians are se­ 
lected and stationed near by. 
Then the 
ship’s bell is toiled for about five m in­ 
utes, giving tho officers and men, w her­ 
ever they may be on board, sufficient 
tim e to assemble, if they are so inclined 
The boatsw ain m ay call down the 
hatchw ays “ .Silence, fore and aft, dur­ 
ing divine service!" but it is well u n ­ 
derstood by the entire crew that the 
ship m ust be quiet now for about three­ 
quarters of an hour. 
F inally tile lx»ll 
stops, 
the 
captain, 
after 
a 
glance 
around, makes a sign to the chaplain 
that all is ready, and the service begins. 
How it is conducted depends upon 
the denom ination to w hich the chaplain 
belongs, and various sects are represent­ 
ed among the naval clergymen. 
The 
singing, accompanied by tho organ, 
w hich is played either by an officer or 
by some m usician among tho crow, is 
generally fine. 
The men enjoy it, and 
their voices ring out strong and fresh in 
the open air. 
During the prayers they are required 
to remove their caps, but throughout 
the rest of tho service they m ay rem ain 
covered. 
W hen it is over, the order to 
“ Pipe dow n!" is given, and church is 
“ unrigged." 
Som etimes an evening 
service is also held, but this is not tho 
general custom. 
Attendance at church on the w arships 
is of course not compulsory, but the offi­ 
cers are expected to attend by way of 
furnishing an example, and most of 
them usually do, accompanied by per­ 
haps about half the crew—sometimes 
more and sometimes less. 
But by no means all the ships of the 
navy are provided w ith chaplains. 
For 
the 60 or more w ar vessels now' effective 
for service there are fewer than HO 
chaplains, or less than one for every 
two ships. They are attached to tho lar­ 
gest and most im portant vessels, where 
their m inistrations may reach the great­ 
est num ber of persons. 
A queer incident happened a few 
years ago, w hen one of the modern 
cruisers was put into commission. 
It 
had been intended that she should carry 
a chaplain, but when the officers’ quar­ 
ters wTere completed it was found that 
his room had been entirely overlooked. 
No accommodation for him thus being 
available, the ship put to sea w ithout a 
chaplain and did not have one for at 
least two years. 
In an action tho chaplain’s duties are 
w ith the sick aud wounded. 
Occasion­ 
ally, how'over, his aid has been required 
at the guns, and in m any instances tho 
chaplains have proved themselves hero­ 
in fighters as well as good preachers. In 
the old days of tile navy the chaplain 
wore the full uniform of his rank— lieu 
tenant, lieutenant com m ander or com­ 
mander—but it is now custom ary fui 
him to wear a suit of black or the regu­ 
lar costume of w hatever church he rep­ 
resents, sometimes w ith the insignia of 
his rank upon his sleeve.—New Y'ork

T he S teed W h ich a C yclon e F u rn ish ed an 
Im p r o m p tu T ra v eler. 
C hristian Van den Harvner, fam iliar­ 
ly known in Celina, O., as Cyclone 
Johnny, is perhaps the only man living 
th at enjoys the unique distinction of 
having ridden a cyclone astride a house 
door for a distance of over a quarter of 
a mile.

upon the porch aud before he released 
his hold upon the doorknob the storm 
swept dow’u upon him in all its fury. 
He w ent sailing through the air, over 
the tops of trees, the upperm ost branch­ 
es of w hich tore his clothes from his 
body. The gait he traveled was terrific, 
and it seemed but a second from the 
tim e he started u n til he found himself 
safely dropped into a large field unin­ 
jured, save for the scratches inflicted 
upon him as he sailed over the top of the 
trees.

W hile the T rellis w ritten Bible was 
undoubtedly intended for the use of the 
growu up scholar, in whoso case a fair 
acquaintance w ith tho sacred volume 
could bo assumed, we have another 
species of Biblical fragm ents, represent­ 
ing the “ Reader W ithout T ears” of the 
old world.

In Epping: F orest. 
Mr. P. Anderson Graham, in Long­ 
man’s Magazine, mentions the regretta­ 
ble fart that all but the commonest 
wild flowers are disappearing from Ep­ 
ping forest 
Not only do the urchins 
pluck them, but the venders who go 
about the suburbs offering roots and 
flowers for sale carry them off whole­ 
sale. The primrose has in this way been 
practically cit ar**d out of the forest, so 
has the once common Solomon’s seal, 
and the foxglove and others are very 
nearly extiuet. 
If the anemones, blue­ 
bells and violets still survive, it is only 
owing to the fact that they grow in 
such astonishing numbers that the arm­ 
fuls carried a w ay make no difference. 
The most obviously thriving and 
multiplying quadrupeds in the forest, 
Mr. Graham mentions, are the rabbit 
and the squirrel. 
Hares occasionally 
make their form in the heather or fern. 
The small carnivora are as plentiful as 
might be expected where vermin are 
protected as much as game, stoats and 
Weasels are the most common. 
So far 
the rarer marten and polecat have not 
been tempted back to their old haunts. 
Foxes are occasionally to lie seet\ 
Mr. 
Buxton

“ Sabbath worship is usually conduct­ 
ed at the public church, where visitors

The Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“ Four sis­ 
ters and four brethren stand in the cen­ 
ter of the room aud form a double quar­ 
tet. 
The Shaker dance, so miscalled, 
is in reality a more or less stately march, 
in which all the members join—the 
brethren in h procession, two by two, 
followed by the sisterhood in like order. 
They move in step to the hymns they 
are singing, either slowly or quickly, as 
the measure of the time demands. 
The 
ritual is of the simplest—testimony of 
faith fervently uttered by those who 
feel impelled to speak, a few earnest 
words of exhortation from the elders, 
the march and the singing of hymns. 
“ Something curious in regard to these 
Shaker hymns is the fact that they are 
claimed to be largely inspirational—the 
music and words come together ‘as 
gifts, ’ and frequently to those who are 
not musical.

They had encamped for the 
night, and this child, while her parents’ 
attention was occupied, started into the 
forest to gather firewood as she had of­ 
ten seen her mother do. 
Her absence 
was not noticed until she had been gone 
some time from the camp. As sh* gath­ 
ered dry sticks into a bundle she saw a 
large, spotted animal stealing swiftly 
toward her. 
“ Every Sooth American country girl 
of 7 knows a jaguar when she sees him, 
whether she has ever seen one before or 
not, for the dread of these animals is 
an instinct among the inhabitants of 
regions which they frequent. Overcome 
by fear the girl could only stand still 
and await her fate. 
With her eyes riv­ 
eted on the jaguar she did not see where 
they came from, but of a sudden she 
perceived that he was savagely fighting 
with two huge, tawny animals that bad 
sprung upon him.

“ The fight seemed to her to last a long 
time, and once the brutes in their strug­ 
gles came very near to where she stood. 
The pumas that had attacked him kill­ 
ed the jaguar at last, and after standing 
over the body a few minutes as if to as­ 
sure themselves that he would not re­ 
vive they for the first time turned their 
gaze toward the child, who had been too 
much terrified to improve her chance to 
run away while the beasts were fight­ 
ing. 
“ They favored her with a long stare, 
and then, not offering to approach or 
harm her, turned deliberately away 
and trotted into the depths of the for­ 
est.

This 
shawl, with the small boy in it, she slung 
to a low tree branch while she gathered 
her bundle of sticks, and she did not 
perceive the approach of a jaguar until 
he had seized the child and was carry­ 
ing it away. 
“ The mother grasped her machete 
and ran after the jaguar, shrieking. 
She managed to keep the beast in sight, 
but he was rapidly getting beyond her 
view when suddenly the jaguar stopped, 
put the child down and bristling for 
fight stood with his forepaws resting 
upon it 
“ Then the mother saw that a puma 
was fronting the jaguar. 
She hurried 
on toward where the two beasts faced 
each other, growling and snarling. Be­ 
fore she got to them the puma sprang, 
aud at once tho two were fighting fierce­ 
ly above the child. 
In the struggle the 
child was rolled to one side, but before 
the mother could get to it the jaguar 
broke away from the puma and spring­ 
ing to the boy again crouched with his 
paws above him as before. 
“ The puma leaped again aud the fight 
wus renew ed, but again the jaguar got 
clear aud jumped to guard his prey be­ 
fore the mother could get a chance to 
snatch her child. 
Once more the puma 
attacked his foe, and this time as the 
beasts struggled and tore each other an 
accidental kick from one of them sent 
the boy 20 feet away, almost to the 
mother’s feet. 
“Catching him up she ran for home 
aud got safe to the house. 
The boy, 
though covered with claw wounds from 
head to foot aud* bearing deep marks of 
the jaguar s t e e t h in the back, w here 
the beast had seized him to carry him 
away, recovered completely from his in­ 
juries, although bearing the scars for 
his lifetime. 
The puma and the jaguar 
were found, both dead, at the place 
where they had fought. ”—Philadelphia 
Times.

L o n d o n , June 22.— The bodies of five 
men, 18 women and ll children have 
been recovered at Blackwall, the scene 
of the disaster that followed the launch­ 
ing of the British first class battleship 
Albion yesterday by the Duchess of 
York. 
The Duke and Duchess of York have 
telegraphed assurances of their pro­ 
found regret and sympathy. 
Thousands who witnessed the launch­ 
ing, including the royal party, left the 
scene quite ignorant of the disaster. 
The staging that was destroyed had 
been erected for workmen near the stern 
of a Japanese cruiser in course of con­ 
struction in the Blackw all yards. 
It 
was a light structure about 50 feet long, 
arap a a n d other tribes, 
and notices had been posted warning 
the public that it was dangerous. 
Despite the efforts of the police some 
200 people invaded the staging, wrhich 
commanded a good view of the launch­ 
ing ceremony. 
The great waves com­ 
pletely demolished it, being the wash 
from the ship, and on receding carried 
most of its occupants into deep water.
